The College of Fine Arts and 
Communications does research, but 
four of the departments — theater, 
music, art and design — concentrate 
on performance and are not research 
oriented. That’s why the college 
doesn’t receive as many grants and 
contracts as other departments, said 
David Randall, associate dean of the 
college.

NAFTA sweeps. 
through House

WASHINGTON — In a hard- 
earned triumph for President Clinton, 
the House approved the North 
American Free Trade Agreement late 
Wednesday to fuse the United States, 
Mexico and Canada into a tariff-free 
zone. Republicans provided a majori- 
ty of the votes. 

The 234-200 vote sent the measure 
to the Senate, where leaders predicted 
approval within a few days. 

The House voted after a daylong 
debate that reflected high-minded dis- 
agreements over America’s role in the 
world economy and bare-knuckled 
politics. Dozens of labor-backed 
Democrats abandoned their president 
to oppose the accord. More than 100 
free-trade Republicans signed on, 
though, to assure passage. 

A cheer went up in the chamber 
when the vote count passed the 218 
needed to approve the pact. 

The House was packed with law- 
makers; the spectators’ gallery that 
rings the chamber was filled to capac- 
ity. 

“A. vote for NAFTA is in the great 
tradition of our party,” GOP Leader 
Bob Michel of Illinois said. “So let it 
be said on this crucial vote tonight, 
that we Republicans did not sacrifice 
the jobs of tomorrow to the fears of 
today.” : 

Democratic Leader Richard 
Gephardt summed up for the oppo- 
nents who fear the pact will throw 
thousands of Americans out of work. 
“Deficient and flawed,” he. said, “We 
cannot and must not expose our work- 
ers and our corporations to. unfair 
competition.” 

The accord would create a continen- 
tal free-trade zone by gradually elimi- 
nating tariffs over 15 years. 

“If this is such a good deal why did 


we almost have to give the portico 
away on the White House to get it?” 
said Rep. Butler Derrick, D-S.C. 

Union workers and other foes of 
NAFTA staged one final, forlorn rally 
in the rain outside the Capitol. Some 
held up a banner that read: “That 
giant sucking sound — pro-NAFTA 
careers, 11-3-94,” a reference to 
determination to defeat NAFTA sup- 
porters in next year’s congressional - 
elections. . 

A knot of Greenpeace demonstrators 
briefly disrupted the House debate, 
raining mock dollar bills down on 
debating lawmakers. Four protesters 
were arrested. 

Administration officials said 
NAFTA’s passage strengthens 
Clinton’s hand as he departs for 
Seattle today for a trade meeting with 
Asian leaders. 

Supporters said the agreement 
would open up a vast new Mexican 
market to American’ goods. 
Opponents said the certain result was 
a loss of jobs as American firms move 
to Mexico to take advantage of lower 
wages and lax worker safety and 
environmental regulations. 

Negotiated by the Bush administra- 
tion and modified through side agree- 
ments by the Clinton administration, 
the pact turned customary political 
alliances on their head. 

Republican leaders said in advance 
they stood ready to provide a majority 
Oheathe, “votes mneeded: “tor 
passage.Democrats were more deeply 
split as two senior House leaders and 
dozens of labor-backed lawmakers 
broke with. their president. Clinton 
recently denounced labor for using 
“roughshod, muscle-bound tactics” by 
threatening to withhold support from 
any Democratic voting for the accord.

Equality nears for South African blacks 


KEMPTON PARK, South Africa — Black and white leaders endorsed a new 
constitution early Thursday to end apartheid by giving equal rights to the 
nation’s long-suffering black majority. 

Applause erupted as the delegations from varied political groups — including 
the African National Congress and the white government — approved the con- 
stitutional agreements likely to make Nelson Mandela the first black president. 

The white-dominated parliament is expected to approve the document next 
week. 

South African leaders hope the step will be irrevocable and forever abolish 
their country’s notoriety as a racist pariah. 

Opponents who boycotted the talks contend the constitution’s ideals of jus- 
tice, equality and humanity will be ignored by. a future ANC government and 
its Communist Party allies. 

“We have reached the end of an era,” Mandela told the signing ceremony 
attended by political leaders, other delegates and international observers. 

“We can build a society grounded on friendship and our common humanity 
— a society founded on tolerance. That is the only road open to us..... Let us 
join hands and march to the future,” he said. 


Senate approves ban on assault weapons 


WASHINGTON — Heeding the nation’s rising concern over street violence, 
the Senate voted Wednesday to ban the mag nac ears or sale of 19 types of 
assault-style weapons. 

The ban was approved despite the opposition of the National Rifle 
Association. The action came as the Senate neared passage of a $22.3 billion 
anti-crime bill that would put more police on the streets and build new prisons. 

NRA spokesman William McIntyre said the 56-43 vote on the assault-style 
ban reflected the “misguided” view “that these sort of gun control measures, 
gun bans,-will have an impact on violent crime.” 

Attorney General Janet Reno endorsed the measure, saying that removing the 
weapons from the street is “going to be a first big step” and a sign that 
“America’s love affair with guns is coming to an end.” 


Lenin moves out, city council moves in 


MOSCOW — The Lenin Museum, a shrine to the founder of the Soviet 
Union, became the latest vestige of communism to vanish Wednesday when 
President Boris Yeltsin turned the building over to the new city council. 

The museum just off Red Square joined the list of Soviet symbols that have 
disappeared since the failed August 1991 coup. 

At the Lenin Museum, officials fought hard to save the collection, arguing 
that Lenin was part of Russian history no matter what his legacy. 

The Interfax news agency quoted museum director Vladimir Melnichenko as 
saying the government decision was “barbarian.” 

“Lenin, as a personality, deserves a separate museum, no matter what our atti- 
tude to him now is,” Melnichenko said. “The museum has been telling the truth 
about Lenin and now they are destroying the hearth of truth.” 

The museum had more than 700,000 exhibits, including Lenin’s books, manu- 
scripts and even his personal Rolls Royce. 


Defense bill gives millions to Hill AFB 


SALT LAKE CITY — The 1994 Defense Authorization Bill includes $16.28 
million in new spending at Hill Air Force Base. 

According to Congressman Jim Hansen’s office, the bill includes $6.2 million 
for a new industrial sewer system at Hill, a $5.1 million upgrade of the waste 
water treatment plant, a $2.4 million upgrade of the water distribution system 
and a $1.7 million upgrade of the base fire protection. There is also $880,000 
for a fire training facility. 

The bill was hammered out by a House-Senate conference committee and 
approved Monday night in a House vote of 273 to 135. The Senate approved it 
77-22 on Wednesday. President Clinton is expected to sign it. 

The package was $2.6 billion less than the amount Clinton proposed and $12 
billion below last year’s level. 


Hansen’s office said other portions of the bill that affect Utah include provi- . 


sions for up to $625 million for investigating “dual use technologies” by com- 
panies attempting to convert from military to civilian work. Several Utah com- 
panies including Thiokol Inc. and Hercules have applied for some of those 
funds.

American smokeout 
hopes to clear air

America is a little less:smoky today, 
as the American Cancer Society holds 
its 17th annual Great American 
Smokeout. 

The ACS urges smokers to abstain 
for 24 hours in an effort to bring 
attention to the issues of tobacco, said 
Carla Marr, director of communica- 
tions for the Provo chapter of the 
American Cancer Society. 

The smokeout is aimed at anyone 
who uses tobacco, whether they 
smoke cigarettes or cigars, chew 
tobacco or dip snuff, she said. 

This year the American Cancer 
Society is working in partnership with 
the Utah Department of Health. The 
organizations are collaborating on the 
Great American Smokeout Nicotine 
Patch Project. The project is a special 
statewide program that encourages 
smokers to enroll in the American 
Cancer Society’s Fresh Start cessation 
program which consists of six one- 
hour sessions over a six-week period. 

The first 1,000 smokers who partici- 
pate in the program will receive two 
weeks of the PROSTEP Transdermal 
Nicotine Patch free of charge. The 
patches were donated by Lederle 
Laboratories. 

The cost to the patient for the other 
four week’s nicotine patches will be 
$22.95. 

Participating pharmacies, doctors, 
dentists and nurse: practitioners will 
also waive their office visit charges to 
prescribe the patches for low-income 
smokers. A prescription is required to 
receive a voucher for the patches, 
Marr said.

Eating disorders as prevalent 


at BYU as at other universities

Dealing with eating disorders can be 
a complex issue that involves many 
causes, and a multitude of physical 
and emotional consequences, said 
Lynne Bennion, a professor of psy- 
chology in the Counseling and 
Development Center. 

Bennion said it is unknown exactly 
how many students at BYU deal with 
eating disorders. Some data suggest 
BYU is comparable to other universi- 
ties, which would indicate that 
between 2 percent and 18 percent of 
all students face an eating disorder of 
some kind. | 

The three biggest problems at BYU, 
in order of prevalence, are binge eat- 
ing, bulimia and anorexia, she said. 

“T would guess that about 3 percent 
of the student body deal with bulim- 
ia,” she added. 

Bennion said sometimes eating dis- 
orders can become vicious cycles 
involving emotional and physical 
consequences that make eating disor- 
ders worse. 

“Tt is kind of a bad spiral of starting 
with an eating disorder,” she said. 
“Physical consequences follow, and 
those sometimes make it harder to 
deal with the eating disorder itself.” 

She said eating disorders can 
become an addiction because for 
some people it masks feelings of 
depression. 

“For many people, there is a sooth- 
ing that goes with eating, and in some 
ways when an eating disorder 
becomes an addiction there are under- 
lying feelings of pain, anger and dis- 
couragement,” she said. 

Bennion said that along with emo- 
tional effects, there are several med- 
ical problems that can accompany a 
severe eating disorder.

“Some might not be aware of how 
lethal an eating disorder can be — it 
is actually very serious,” she said. 

“With bulimia, for example, the 
electrolyte balance is thrown off, the 
esophagus ends up getting burned, 
enamel wears off teeth — there are 
numerous problems,” she said. 

One BYU student, who wished to 


remain anonymous, said she realized - 


some of the dangers of eating disor- 
ders when her younger sister was hos- 
pitalized for a severe case of anorexia. 

“That was my sister dying in front 
of my face,” she said. 

The student said that when her sister 
returned home, she had not complete- 
ly overcome her problem with 
anorexia. She said her sister ended up 
tricking her family by eating meals 
and then resorting to bulimia, where 
she began eating a large amount of 
food and then throwing it up. 

The student said her sister encoun- 
tered several permanent physical 
problems as a result. 

Her sister eventually suffered sever- 
al permanent physical problems, the 
student said, including menstrual 
problems, a weak heart, losing the 
arches in her feet and suffering weak- 
ened muscles in her legs. 

The student said that although her 
sister overcame most of her problems, 
she still struggles. 

“Whenever she loses control over a 
boyfriend situation, or if she gets in a 
fight with somebody or her home- 
work isn’t going well, she knows 
there is one thing she can control,” 


she said. 

She said it is also important to help 
people with eating disorders chal- 
lenge beliefs they have picked up 
from the culture — including rigid 
beliefs about what a person should 
look like or be in order to be loved 
and accepted. 

Bennion said it is important for the 
victim to develop strategies for man- 
aging urges to binge, or urges to 
purge by figuring out which high-risk 
situations might trigger an episode. 

She said roommates and friends can 
help those with eating disorders by 
helping the person to acknowledge 
the problem while avoiding becoming 
obsessed by it.

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Roll back Utah’s PACs 


The fact that Utah has no laws limiting the amount or number of times 


Political Action Committees can contribute to a given candidate elicits vary- 


ing responses from lawmakers. 

Gov. Mike Leavitt, the beneficiary of $806,968 during his 1992 campaign, 
told The Salt Lake Tribune: “Do I remember people who donated to my 
campaign? Yes, and I’m darned grateful they did. Has it influenced me? I 
can honestly say it hasn’t.” 

Offering an opinion on the other side of the PAC spectrum, Rep. Jordan 
Tanner, R-Provo, countered with this: “I defy anyone to say money does not 
talk. The special interests have inroads into having their own interests repre- 
sented. But the voting public has very little input.” 

The Daily Universe believes that although Gov. Leavitt has been and con- 
tinues to be a sound governor, the truth in regard to PACs is closer.to 
Tanner’s view. 

Politicians should simply ask one question in order to determine the influ- 
ence of PACs: Why are they donating the money? 

Obviously, the answer to this query would.not be attributed to enormous 
charity on the part of donators. In the best-case scenario for the common 
voter, PACs donate money simply because they believe in what a given can- 
didate stands for and don’t expect anything in return. Realistically, PACs 
offer funds expecting to gain influence in decisions that directly affect them. 

It’s a scary proposition to continue operating under this most-money, most- 
voice system. 

Setting limits on campaign contributions would not dilute any candidates 
views or ideas. Granted, it may be more difficult for a candidate to get the 
word out on his/her views with reasonable campaign contribution limita- 
tions. However, this would force voters to become more involved in the 
electoral process and would allow less wealthy candidates with innovative 
ideas to have a legitimate shot at election. 

It would also allow winning candidates to more effectively and purely 
implement their ideas — free from some possibly adverse outside influ- 
ences. 

Some would argue as Utah Public Employees Association Director Nancy 
Sechrest does in saying that “People in Utah are just basically honest, criti- 

_ cal people. And ... there’s not any attempt to misuse the system that we have 
now. 

This may be true. But The Daily Universe believes that PAC- limitation 
laws would serve the same purpose as door locks — keeping honest people 
honest.

A recent editorial by BYU economists 
makes the case in favor of NAFTA by arguing 
the virtues of free trade that will result. I con- 
cur with the premise that free trade is indeed 
the goal to shoot for as it is the only way a 
nation’s economy and its people will prosper.

Isiah breaks hand on Laimbeer’s head

AUBURN HILLS, Mich. — Isiah 
Thomas lost his cool again, ard this 
time it will keep him out of the lineup 
for at least a month. 

Thomas, one of the NBA’s most 
tempermental players, broke his right 
hand when he punched teammate Bill 
Laimbeer in the back of the head dur- 
ing practice Tuesday. 

He will be sidelined four to six 
weeks, said Dr. Ed Burke, who treated 
the injury. 

The broken shooting hand was 
placed in a cast but won’t require 
surgery. Neither player will be disci- 
plined, The Oakland Press reported 
today. 

Thomas broke a rib when he was 
elbowed by Laimbeer during a presea- 
son practice Oct. 30. Witnesses said 
Thomas became angered Tuesday 
after absorbing another elbow from 
Laimbeer. 

Neither Thomas nor Laimbeer — 
who along with Joe Dumars are the 
only remaining members of the 
Pistons’ NBA championship teams of 
1989 and 1990 — would comment. 


~ Thomas and Laimbeer had to be sep- 


arated after the 6-foot-11, 260-pound 
center elbowed the 6-foot-1, 185- 
pound guard. Laimbeer had turned 
away when Thomas. punched him in 
the head, the Press said. 

Coach Don Chaney restrained 
Laimbeer, who yelled at Thomas, 
“That’s just basketball.” - 

“I don’t need to take that (exple- 
tive),” Thomas shouted back. 


“Just leave the floor,” 
replied. “Leave the floor.” 

Chaney spoke briefly to the team 
and then called’off the rest of practice. 

“Tt was an emotional situation and 
we regret it happened,” the first-year 
coach said afterward. “We had a long 
flight and a really tough practice. 
Everyone’s tired. Isiah took a hard hit 
and he just reacted. It was emotion.” 

Thomas is averaging 15.5 points and 
10.3 assists this season, which began 
with two victories but was followed 
by four straight road losses going into 
tonight’s home game against the 
Orlando Magic. 

“I’m sorry Isiah is not going to be 
playing,” Magic guard Scott Skiles 
said from Orlando. “But in my opin- 
ion he couldn’t have picked a better 
guy to punch.” 

Thomas was placed on the injured 
list. Rookie Lindsey Hunter will fill in 
at point guard. 

“It’s one of those things — if there’s 
a silver lining in a cloud — it speeds 
up (Hunter’s) development,” player 
personnel director Billy McKinney 
said. 

Laimbeer’s reputation for wayward 
elbows and well-placed forearms is 
well known throughout the NBA.

Italy needs at least a 
tie at home against Portugal in 
European Group One. 

England needs a soccer miracle to 
qualify from Group Two. One of the 
favorites to qualify when the tourna- 
ment started in April 1992, England 
now must beat San Marino by a 
seven-goal margin in Bologna, Italy, 
and hope that already-eliminated 
Poland beats the’ Netherlands.

and Slovaks, which needs a victory. 
Wales must beat Romania, which 
could get through on a tie. 

After losses to Wales and Romania, 
Belgium seeks to avoid another 
defeat against the RCS, but is missing 
four key players who are injured. 

Greece and Russia, the first 
European teams to qualify other than 
defending titlist Germany, meet in 
Athens in the final game of Group 
Five. 

The Swedes already have qualified 
from Group Six and France needs to 
avoid losing at home to Bulgaria to 
join them. A month ago, the French 
were expected to clinch a qualifying 
spot, but lost’3-2 at home to Israel, 
conceding two goals in the last eight 
minutes. 

While the qualifying race finally 
reaches the finish line,,Germany and 
Brazil, which also has made it to the 
tournament, meet in an exhibition 
game in Cologne. That game has 
been a sellout for three months. 

In Group One, the Swiss are expect- 
ed to beat Estonia and clinch one of 
the two qualifying places, putting 
pressure on both Italy and Portugal, 
who are tied on points and goal dif- 
ferential. If the game in Milan is tied, 
the Italians would go through because 
they have scored more goals.

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Women’s basketball team 
talented, determined champs

Depth and determination describe 
this year’s defending WAC champi- 
onship women’s basketball team. 

Coach Jeanie Wilson, last year’s 
WAC Coach-of-the- Year, said this 
year’s team is the most talented team 
ever. The Cougars start their 1993-94 
season keeping most of their starting 
line up. 

Last season, the Cougars made their 
first showing in the NCAA playoffs 
since 1985. Wilson said the Cougar’s 
depth is the key to repeating top per- 
formance this season. 

Wilson, in her fifth year at BYU led 
the Cougars last year to their best 
record in school history. She said the 
entire team has the ability to play hard 
and substitute without losing momen- 
tum. 

“T’ve only ‘been here four years and 
it’s hard to beat a 24-5 record, but the 
type of people we have returning are 
incredible,” said Wilson. “The 
women play fire, with great heart. 
They play teamstyle. It’s not a power 
game, we take the path we know 
best—teamwork.” 

“IT think we have experience and 
depth,” said senior guard and team 
captain Nikki Eyre. “We have a lot of 
depth in every position. If someone’s 
tired or needs a break the girls in 
every position can come off the bench 
and do well.” 

Eyre (9.6 ppg.) returns with fellow 
starters junior center all-WAC first 
team and All-American Debbie 
Dimond (14.2 ppg, 7.8 rpg) and junior 
all-WAC guard Thais Kidd (13.7 ppg 
74 steals, 3.9 apg). Wilson said Eyre, 
Dimond and Kidd are the nucleus of 
the team. 

“Debbie is a big part of our suc- 
cess,” said Wilson, “She’s feeling 
more comfortable and she’s finally 
becoming a more dominant force.” 

Wilson said she predicted Dimond 
to rank in the the top 20 players in the 
country. 

Also returning is sophomore guard 
Behka Stafford (10.2 ppg.). Stafford 
ranked third in the WAC last season 
with her 3-point shots making 53 total 
. shots (.407) and she hit 60-of-70 free 
. throw shots last year (.857).

“When they (Pierce and Woodbury) 
develop, you won’t find two better 
point guards in the country,” said 
Wilson. “All five of our guards are 
the most talented guards in the coun- 
tye? 

NCAA Pre-season predictions rank 
BYU first in the conference followed 
by San Diego State, UTEP, Utah, 
Wyoming, Colorado State, Fresno 
State, and New Mexico. 

After appearing in the NCAA finals 
last year and losing to No. 21 
Georgia, San Diego State returns this 
year with all five of last year’s start- 
ing line-up 

Wilson said this year’s schedule 
would challenge them but help them 
gain national recognition if they play 
as well as they expect. Wilson said 
six of the teams scheduled to play 
against the Cougars rank in the top 
thirty. 

In addition to WAC teams, upcom- 
ing opponents include pre-season top 
ranked No. 17 Texas and No. 32 
Nebraska. 

Wilson said women’s basketball 
final four games are always played on 
Sunday, however, the tournament 
must accommodate teams who refuse 
to play on Sunday. She said this sea- 
son’s goal is “to get it off Sunday.” 

“Tt would make a great story,” 
Wilson said. “It would really spark 
and interest not only in BYU, but in 
wome’s basketball in general.” 

Other goals for the season, Wilson 
said, were to take the WAC again and 
set school and WAC attendance 
records. 

“We are very, very experienced,” 
said Eyre. “We have.a lot of high 
expectations and we are planning on 
winning the WAC for starters. We 
also want to make to the final four— 
that’s our ultimate goal. We feel we 
have the desire and dedication to 
make it.” 

Last year at the Delta Center in the 
first-round of regionals, the BYU vs. 
UTEP game attracted approximately 
12,000 fans. 

“More than half of them were from 
BYU,” said Wilson. “This year we 
are going to try and do the same 
thing.” 

“Our trademark will be running an 


‘incredible pressing defense and a fast 


blocking offense,” said Wilson. “We 


will run and=press until they get-sick- 


of us.” 

The debut in the Blue and White 
game Monday featured a high scoring 
battle between team members. Blue 
came from behind to win 81-71. Eyre 
led the white as the high scorer mak- 
ing 26:total points.

season opens when the Cougars travel 
to compete in the St. Mary's Tipoff 
tournament on Nov. 26. 

This weekend the team plays an 

exhibition game against HMJ of 
Seattle’ directly following the 
women’s volleyball match against 
San Diego State.

Despite the loss of Shawn Bradley 
to the NBA draft, the basketball world 
still expects good things from BYU 
this year. : 

Preseason rankings vary among 
polls and sources, but some put the 
Cougars just outside the national top 
25 teams — not exactly in the nation- 
al spotlight, but easily within striking 
distance. 

Sportscaster Dick Vitale’s annual 
predictions are comparatively gener- 
ous with BYU, ranking the Cougars at 
No. 36. He goes on to pick BYU to 
win the WAC, followed by Colorado 
State and then Utah. 

“With Bradley, BYU would have 
been a top-10 team,” Vitale writes. 
“They’re obviously not the same 
without him.” Eee 

Still, Vitale maintains that BYU has 
the best talent in the WAC, and points 
out that they also have the tallest tal- 
ent: two players at 6-10, three at 6-9, 
and three at 6-8. He ranks the WAC 
as the No. 10 conference in the 
nation. 

The Sporting News magazine draws 
a similar picture, ranking the WAC as 
the No. 11 conference, and picking 
BYU to win it, followed by Utah and 
Colorado. State. The magazine gave 
special praise to BYU forward 
Russell Larson, saying he has “the 
most versatile offensive game in the 
league.” 

The Sporting News places BYU just 


' outside the top 25, as the second of 


15 “teams to watch.” 
Both the AP poll and the NCAA 


coaches poll show considerably less . 


faith in BYU’s chances nationally. 
BYU is no where to be seen-in the 
coaches’ Top 40 picks, and received 
only 12 votes in the AP poll. 

But even these polls pick the 
Cougars to win the WAC. 

Most every poll or preview around 
is picking the defending champion 
Tarheels from North Carolina to take 
the national title again this year. 

But they also mostly agree that 
BYU would be a top-10 team this 
year with Shawn Bradley at center. 

BYU coach Roger Reid seems to 
concur. 

“We probably would at least have 
been somewhere in the top 20,” Reid 
said. But as to BYU’s chances with- 


out Bradley, Reid said he would not © 


necessarily pick BYU to win the 
WAC as most writers have. 

“Given the loss of Bradley and key

Regular season college football is 
winding down, and basketball is in 
the air. So is the mystery as to who 
will lead the WAC pack. 

Last year’s Western Athletic 
Conference Tournament was a close 
one. Although BYU and Utah tied for 
the lead of the WAC in the final 
league standings, neither team was on 
the court for the championship game. 

BYU was dealt a semifinal round 
loss by New Mexico, which made the 
three-point shot look like a piece of 
cake. The predicted underdog, UTEP, 
eliminated Utah. 

Saved by their winning records, the 
Utes and the Cougars were able to 
travel along with the Lobos to the 
NCAA Tournament last March. 

These statistics don’t give too much 
insight into predictions for this year, 
as so many changes have taken place 
across the board in the WAC since 
last season. 

It’s reconstruction time for most of 
the 10 teams in the league, and the 
biggest challenge comes to the top 


four: Utah, BYU, New Mexico and 
UTEP. In fact, all but two teams, 


_ Fresno State and Colorado State, have 


plenty of rebuilding to do. 

After all the work is done, barring 
some strange fluke, look for the 
Cougars and the Utes to be battling it 
out for this year’s No. 1 spot. 

And who do the Cougars need to 
look out for in the WAC? 

“If I was picking two teams that
